Report of the County Road Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the Council of the County of 
Norfolk 


Gentlemen :— 


Sa 


We, the members of the Road Committee Ree leave to re- 
port as follows: 


During 'the time which has elapsed since the June session 
for the purpose of passing accounts and other routine business 
the Committee has met regularly every second Wednesday, and 
for road inspection, purchasing of gravel pits and other busin- 
ess of like nature, six special meetings have been held, in all 
fourteen meetings have been held. 


With few exceptions sufficient gravel of suitable quality 
has been acquired throughout the County. For use on roads 
No. 2 and 16, four acres of gravel have been purchased ai 
Windham Centre at a cost of $2800.00 This pit contains an ex- 
cellent quality of gravel and much of it without crushing will 
be suitable for road making. Three acres of gravel have been 
purchased in the Northern part of the Township of Houghton, 
far use on Roads Nos. 1 and 6. The gravel in this pit, while it 
is, of good quality, is so coarse that it will require crushing. 
41450.00 was paid for this pit. 


In view iof the fact that it will be necessary to operate from 
the above mentioned pit, and also from the pit in the Township 
of North Walsingham which gravel requires crushing, the Com- 
mittee found it necessary to purchase a new crusher. This 
inachine, together with a new ‘bin iis now located in the pit in 
North Walsingham and the Committee expects soon to have 
tue same in operation. 


Two acres of gravel have also been purchased from Mrs. 
Harris. The gravel from this pit will be used on Roads 7 and 
9. The price paid was $2100.00. As you would know the pric- 
es paid for these pits have been regulated by the quantity, qual- 
ity and the nearness to the roads upon which the gravel ig to 
be used. Unfortunately no gravel has been procurable locally 
for use on Road No. (9) nine. 
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From Vittoria Westerly to St. Williams, while good gravel 
nas been taken from a number of pits in this locality, upon ex- 
apination by the Committee the quantity has been found 
wholly insufficient for road purposes. It is therefore necess- 
ary to have gravel shipped from outside points. 


The total amount of money expended on the road system 
from January 1, to September 1, is $142,311.73, while the Ciom- 
wittee will be pleased ‘to furnish details as to the expenditure 
“on any particular road or piece of work, iit has been considered 
unnecessary to include this information in this report. The 
Sollowing will give you the amounts expended under the differ- 
ent accounts.

Special Report on Education. 
To the Warden and Members of the County Couneil. 
Gentlemen :— 


You appointed me as your representative to a conference 
with other Representatives of the County Councils of Ontario 
on organization of High School Education in Rural Communit- 
ies Which met on July 5 and 6 at Normal School, Toronto. All 
but ten Counties had one or more delegates. 


The Minister of Education after welcoming the delegates 
told that the main purpose of the conference was to discuss 
two questions : 


1 Means for extending more widely facilities for full- 
time and part-time high school education to those residing in 
the rural sections of ‘the Province. 


2. Means of equalizing the support of secondary schools. 


I will not attempt to give you his whole speech but some 
important points in ‘his remarks. The reason for holding this 
eonference with County Councillors is because all applications 
ror the organization of new high school districts within the 
Counties must be passed upon and approved by the County 
C suneils. They are concerned with the support of secondary 
schools because the law now makes counties responsible in a 
iarge measure for providing for the cost of the education of 
pupils who live outside the districts in which high schools and 
eontinuation schools are established. Secondary education of 
some form is necessary for all pupils. Urban municipalities 
complain they have been bearing more than their share of the 
cost of educating rural pupils in urban schools. Inequalities 
exist of education cost, so that the ratepayers on the border of 
a high school district will sometimes pay double of a neighbor 
in another district. Some have suggested a county pian of or- 
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ganization. Many suggestions have been offered to help pre- 
sent conditions but the most comprehensive plan was Preearero 
from Brant County, the leading features which are: 


1. That County organization for high school purposes be 
made optional as provided for in the amendments of 1921 to the 
High Schools Act. 


2. Where County organization has been adopted, the 
Cor nty shall be divided into districts for the organization and 
sunport of secondary schools. Some of these districts may be a 
high school and others continuation school districts, but no part 
of the County shall be outside a district. 


3. The high schoolg and continuation schools within these 
districts shall be under the control of local board constituted 
much as they are at present under the High Schools Act and the 
Continuation Schools Act. 


4. All secondary schools administered under a County 
orzanization shall be supported in part by the secondary scho- 
districts and in part by the County, the percentage of support 
to be fixed by statute and to be the same in all counties where 
County organization ig adopted—say fifty per cent. from the 
secondary school distr’et and fift,, per cent. from the County. 


As the Minister of Education closed his address he urged a 
frank and full discussion on these questions as a guide to him i in 
providing remedies for the present situation. 


The discussion had considerable variation. Each County 
had some special problems and the difficulty of transnortation 
in some parts made some discussion on consolidated schools as 
well as the Adolescent School Attendance Act. Finally the 
Minister stated that, though the high and continuation school 
was the real issue, the consolidated school, inasmuch as it fre- 
quently had a continuation school department, might be consid- 
ered as related to the topic of rural secondary education.

With the amount of information received by the delegates 
and the many difficulties that at present seem hard to over- 
Bome, it seemed to meet general approval to follow the suggec- 
tion of the Minister of Education to select a strong committee 
to assist him in developing and improving secondary education.

of Simcoe, have been declared by the Department of Public 
Highways of the Province of Ontario an extension of a road, 
which has been assumed by the said County on the County 
Highway System, and which have also been declared by the 
said Department a connecting link with a road which has 
been assumed by the said County on the County Highway 
System ; 


AND WHEREAS the Municipal Corporation of the Town 
of Simcoe is desirous of improving Argyle Street, Robinson 
Street from Norfolk Street to Queen Street, Queen Street 
from Robinson Street to West Street, and West Street from 
Queen Street to the westerly limit of the Town, all in the 
said Town of Simcoe; 


AND WHEREAS the Municipal Corporation of the Town

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BY-LAW No. 526 


To Regulate the Proceedings in the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the County of Norfolk and the Officers 
and Committees Thereof. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to regulate the proceedings 
in Council and in Committee of the same, and the Officers 
of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk, and to amend 
and consolidate all other By-Laws relating to the proceed- 
ings in Council: | 


THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Corporation 
of the County of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


That all other By-Laws relating to proceedings in 
Council, inconsistent with this By-Law, are hereby repealed. 


PROCEEDINGS IN COUNCIL 


Meetings and Adjournment of Council 


1. In all proceedings had or taken in the Municipal 
Council of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk, the 
following rules and regulations shall be observed, and shall 
be the rules and regulations for the order and despatch of 
business in the said Council, and of the Committees of the 
said Council. 


2. The Members of the Council shall, pursuant to Sta- 
tute, hold their first meeting of each year on the 4th Tuesday 
in January at two o’clock in the afternoon; and subsequent 
regular meetings on the first Tuesday in the months of 
March, June, September and December, at ten o’clock, and 
special meetings as may be required and when not otherwise 
provided for, the Council shall meet at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon. 


3. A majority of the whole number of members re- 
quired by law to constitute the Council, shall be necessary to 
form a quorum. 


4. The Council shall always adjourn at the hours of 
twelve o’clock, noon, and six o’clock, afternoon, if in session 
at those hours, unless otherwise determined by a vote of a 
majority of the members present. 


5. The Council shall always adjourn at eleven o’clock, 
p-m., if in session at that hour, unless otherwise determined 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 


6. The members of the Council shall not leave their 
places, on adjournment, until the Warden or other presiding 
officer leaves the chair. 


Order of Proceedings in Council 


7. As soon after the hour of meeting as there shall be a 
quorum present, the Warden shall take the chair and members 
shall be called to order. 


8 In case the Warden shall not be in attendance, the 
Clerk shall call the meeting to order, until a Chairman shall 
be chosen, and the member so chosen to preside shall take 
the chair during the absence of the Warden, but at the meet- 
ing only at which he has been so chosen. 


9. Immediately after the Warden or other presiding 
Officer shall have taken his seat at the first session of the 
day, then the Clerk shall call the roll of those present, and 
the Clerk shall then read the minutes of the preceding days’ 
meeting or meetings, in order that any mistakes therein may 
be corrected by the Council, and if approved by the Council, 
shall be signed by the Warden and Clerk in the presence 
of the Council. 


10. Every member previous to his.speaking to any 
question or motion, shall rise from his seat and address 
himself to the Warden or other presiding officer. 


11. When two or more members rise at once, the 
Warden shall name the member who is first to speak, and 
the other or others may appeal to the Council, if dissatisfied 
with the Warden’s decision, by the question, “Which member 
was first up?” 


12. Kvery member present when a question is put shall 
vote thereon, unless the Council shall excuse him, or he be 
personally interested in the question, but such interest mus¢ 
be resolvable into a personal pecuniary profit, or such as is 
peculiar to that member and not in common with the interests 
of the County at large. i 


13. When the Warden or other presiding Officer is put- 
ting the question, no member shall walk across or out of 
the room, nor interrupt the speaker, except to a question of 
order, nor pass between the speaker and the chair, and no 
Councillor shall leave his place during the sitting of the 
Council without turning to the chair as he retires and obtain- 
ing permission from the Warden or the presiding Officer. 


14. Any member called to order shall at once sit down, 
unless permitted to explain; and the ruling of the Warden or 
other Presiding Officer shall be final, unless otherwise decided . 
by the Council on an appeal from such ruling. ! 


15. No member shall speak disrespectfully of His Ma- 
jesty the King, nor any of the Royal Family, nor of the 
Governor-General, Lieutenant-Governor, or other person 
administering the Government of the Dominion, or of this 
Province; nor shall he use offensive words against the 
Council, or against any member thereof. 


16. No member shall smoke in’ the Council Chamber 
while Council is in session. 


17. No member shall speak beside the question in 
debate. 


18. Any member may require the question or motion 
under discussion to be read at any time during the debate, 
but not so as to interrup a member while speaking. 


19. No member shall speak more than once on the same 
question, without leave of the Council, except in explanation 
of a material part of his speech, which may have been mis- 
conceived; but then he is not to introduce new matter. The 
mover and seconder may speak a second time. 


20. After a motion is passed, or a report adopted, no 
motion to alter or amend the same shall be considered during 
the same session of the Council, unless the motion to alter 
or amend is moved and seconded by two members from 
among those who voted with the majority that carried said 
motion or report. 


21. Upon a division on any question before the Council, 
the names of those who vote for and of those who vote 
against the question shall be entered on the minutes, if 
required by any one member of the Council, and the names 
shall be recorded yea and nay on the minutes as the members 
vote on the question. 


22. Questions under the proper order of the day may 
be put to the Warden or other Presiding Officer, or through 
him to any member of the Council, relating to any motion. 
or other matter connected with the business of the Council, 
or the affairs of the County, but:no argument or opinion is 
to be offered, nor any facts stated, except so far as may be 
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necessary to explain the same; and in answering any such 
questions a member is not to debate the matter to which the 
same refers. 


23. It shall be lawful for the Warden or other Presiding 
Officer, subject to an appeal to the Council, to order the 
doors of the Council Chamber to be closed; and when the 
doors shall be directed to be closed, all persons, except the 
members and the Clerk, shall retire. 


Orders of The Day 


24. ‘The Orders of-the Day shall be as follows: 
Ist—Calling Roll of Members. 
2nd—Reading the Minutes. 
3rd—Reading Communications. 
4th—Presenting Petitions. 
5th—Enquiries by Members. 
6th—Giving Notice. 
7th—Report of Committees. 
8th—Unfinished Business. 
gth—New Business. 

1oth—Consideration of By-Laws. 


25. The business shall, in all cases, be taken up in the 
way in which it stands upon the orders of the day, unless 
otherwise determined by a vote of a majority of the members 
present, taken without debate thereon. 


26. No resolution, asking for or making a grant of 
mone, shall be voted upon until one day’s notice has been 
given that such resolution will be offered. 


27. All motions shall be in writing, and shall be seconded 
before being debated or put to vote; and all motions shail 
be read by a member rising in his seat, and shall then be 
conveyed to the Warden, who shall again read the same. 








28. After a motion has been read by the Warden or 
other Presiding Officer, it shall be deemed to be in possess- 
ion of the Council, but may be withdrawn at any time 4; 
consent of a majority of the members present. 


29. A motion to refer the main motion to a Committee 
shall preclude all amendments of the main question until 
decided. 


30. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order unless 
a vote is being taken, but no second motion to adjourn shall 
be made until after some intermediate proceedings shall have 
been taken. 


31. When a question is under debate no motion shall be 
received unless to amend it, to postpone it, or to move the 
previous question. 


32. All amendments shall be put in the reverse order in 
which they are moved; and every amendment submitted shal! 
be reduced to writing, and be decided upon or withdrawn 
before the main question is put to vote. 


33. In all motions for the appointment of any member 
of the Council, or of any other person to any office in the 
gift of the Council, the names of all candidates shall be sub- 
mitted before any vote is taken, and the candidates shall be 
voted on separately in the order in which they are proposed. 


34. Only one amendment shall be allowed to an amend- 
ment, and any amendment more than one must be to the 
main question. 


35. After any question is finally put by the Warden or 
other Presiding Officer, no member shall speak to the ques- 
tion, nor shall any other motion be made until after the result 





is declared; and the decision of the Warden or other Pre- 
siding Officer as to whether the question has been finally 
put shall be conclusive. 

36. Whenever the Warden or other Presiding Officer 
is of the opinion that a motion offered to the Council is con- 
trary to law, or the rules and privileges of the Council, he 
shall apprise the members thereof immediately before putting 
the question thereon, and quote the law or rule of authority 
applicable to the case, without argument or comment. 


37. Members shall always take their places when any 
division is called for. 


38. When the Warden or other Presiding Officer is 
called on to decide a point of order or practice, he shall state 
rule or authority applicable to the case, without argument 
or comment when required. 


39. The Warden or other Presiding Officer may vote 
with the other members on all questions, and any question 
on which there is an equality of votes shall be deemed to 
have been negatived if the Warden has voted. 


40. Whenever it shall be moved and carried that the 
Council go into a Committee of the Whole, the Warden or 
other Presiding Officer shall leave the chair, and the Chair- 
man of the Committee of the Whole shall maintain order in 
the Committee, and shall report the proceedings of the Com- 
mittee. 


41. The Rules of the Council shall be observed in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, so far as may be applicable and in- 
taking the yeas and navs the names of the members shall not 
be recorded, nor shall the number of times of speaking on any . 
question be limited. 





ar 


42. Questions of order arising in Committee of the 
Whole shall be decided by the Chairman, subject to an appeal 
to the Council. 


43. On motion in Committee of the Whole to rise and 
report, the question shall be decided without debate. 


44. A motion in Committee of the Whole to rise without 
reporting, or that the Chairman leave the chair, shall always 
be in order and shall take precedence of any other motion. 
On such motion debate shall be allowed, and on an affirma- 
tive vote the subject referred to the Committee shall be con- 
sidered as disposed of in the negative, and the Warden or 
other Presiding Officer shall resume the chair and proceed 
with other business. 


Reading of By-Laws and Proceedings Thereon 


45. Every By-Law shall be introduced upon motion for 
leave, specifying the title of the same, or upon motion to 
appoint a Committee to prepare and bring it in, but notice 
of the introduction of any By-Law must have been given at 
a previous session of the Council. 


46. The question: “That this By-Law be now read a 
first time,” shall be decided without amendment or debate, 
and shall be read a second time, and then on motion com- 
mitted to the Committee of the Whole, and the By-Law shall 
be read a third time before it is signed by the Warden. 


47. All amendments made in Committee of the Whole, 
shall be reported by the Chairman to the Council, through 
the Warden or other Presiding Officer, who shall receive the 
same forthwith, and the amendments noted in By-Law. 
After report, the By-Law shall be read a third time. When 
a By-Law is reported without amendment it is forthwith 
ordered to be read a third time. 
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48. All By-Laws shall be printed in the minutes of the 
Council. 


Petitions and Communications 


49. Every petition, remonstrance, or other written 
application intended to be presented to the Council, must be 
fairly written or printed on paper or parchment, and signed 
by at least one person. 


50. All petitions or other written communications on 
any subject within the cognizance of any standing Commit- 
tee shall, on presentation, be referred to the proper Com- 
mittee by the Warden without any motion; but any member 
may move that the said petition or communication be re- 
ferred to a select Committee. 


51. That all other communications, petitions and reports 
laid before the Council be read by the Clerk and handed to 
the Warden, who shall ascertain the will of the Council re- 
specting them. 


Organization of Committees 


52. ‘The Committee to strike the Standing Committees 
shall be appointed on motion of a member by consent of the 
majority of the Council, and the Warden shall be, ex-officio, 
a member of all standing Committees. , 


53. The Committee to strike the standing Committees 
shall in no case consist of more than five members. | 


54. The member who shall introduce a By-Law, petition 
or motion, upon any subject which may be referred to a Select 
Committee, shall be one of the special Committee to which 
it is referred, without being named thereon. 
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55. Of the number of members composing any standing 
or select Committee, such number thereof as shall be equal 
to a majority of such Committee, exclusive of any ex-officio 
members, shall be a quorum to do business. 


56. There shall be annually appointed, at the first meet- 
ing of each newly elected Council the following Committees, 
which shall compose the standing Committees of the Council 
for the year; the first named to be chairman thereof, the 
County Road Committee, however, to be appointed in open 
Council : 


(1) Finance. 

(2) Roads and Bridges 

(3) Public Buildings. 

(4) Education. 

(5) County Roads. 

(6) Industrial Farm and Home. 

(7) Managing Committee, Industrial Farm and 
Home. 

(8) Equalization. 

(9g) Printing. 

(10) Reforestration. 

(11) Legislation. 

(12) Salary. 


57. Each standing Committee of the Council, except 
where otherwise specially provided, shall consist of such 
members of the Council, not exceeding one member from 
each Municipality, as the Council shall name as aforesaid. 


58. Special meetings of the Committees may be called 
by the Chairman whenever he shall consider it necessary to 
do so, and it shall be the duty of the Chairman, or in his 
absence the Clerk of the Council, to summon a special meet- 
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ing of Committee whenever requested by the Chairman or 
by a majority of the members of the Committee. 


59. Members of the Council may attend the meetings of 
any of the Committeees, but shall not be allowed to vote 
nor take part in the discussion or debate. 


Committee Meetings 


60. ‘The business of the respective standing Committees 
and select Committees shall be conducted under the following 
regulations: 


(t) The Chairman shall preside at every meeting 
and shall vote on all questions submitted, and in case of 
an equal division, the question shall be passed in the 
negative. 


(2). He shall sign all orders and documents as the 
Committee may legally order. 


(3) In his absence, one of the other members shall 
be elected to preside, and shall discharge the duties of 
the Chairman for the meeting until the arrival of the 
Chairman. 


Duties of Committees 


61. The general duties of all the standing and select 
Committees of the Council shall be as follows: 


(1) At the March meeting of the Council to bring 
in their estimates of expenditure required for the cur- 
rent year. 


(2) To report to the Council from time to time 
whenever desired by the Council, and as often as the 
interests of the County may require, on all matters 
connected with the duties imposed on them respectively, 
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and to recommend such action by the Council in relation 
thereto as may be deemed necessary. 


(3) To cause to be prepared and introduced into 
Council, all such By-Laws as may be necessary to give 
effect to the reports or recommendations of the respec- 
tive Committees that are adopted by the Council. 


(4) To consider and report respectively on any 
and all matters referred to them by the Council, the 
Chairman signing such report and bringing up the same. 


(5) No report of any Committee shall be amended 
except in a Committee of the Whole. 


Finance Committee 


(6) It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee 
to present to the Council in June, in each year, a full 
and particular exhibit of the financial affairs of the 
Council, together with an estimate of the amount re- 
quired to be raised by assessment during the current 
year. 


(7) To report to the Council at the June session, 
in each year, as to the manner in which revenue required 
for the current year shall be raised. 


(8) To advise the Treasurer, when called upon to 
do so, in all matters pertaining to his office. 


(9) To see that all duties and services which ought 
to be performed by the Treasurer, are fully executed. 


Roads and Bridges Committee 
62. | 
(1) ‘To report and recommend to the Council such 
regulations for the control of roads and bridges under 
the jurisdiction of the County, except those on the 





County Road System, as may be requisite for the public 
safety and welfare and in accordance with the Legisla- 
tive enactments. 


(2) To superintend and undertake such repairs as 
may be necessary for the public safety and the Chair- 
man may issue his order for payment of same, to the 
extent. of $400.00. 


(3) To give effect to all orders of the Council 11 
relation to the performance of works on roads or 
bridges. 


(4) The Chairman of said Committee and the 
Reeve of the Municipality shall form a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 


County Road Committee 


63. It shall be the duty of the County Roads Committee 
to co-operate with and direct the County Road Superintend- 
ent in the construction and maintenance of County Roads, 
and that the said Committee be authorized to approve and 
pass all accounts for work on said roads and to issue orders 
on the County Treasurer for payment of same. 


Public Buildings Committee 
64. To regulate all matters connected with the Court 
House, Gaol, Council Chamber, Registry Office, Children’s 
Shelter and County Office Building, and all grounds and 
buildings adjacent thereto. 


Managing Committee For Industrial Home 


65. To regulate all matters connected with the Indus- 
trial Home, and all grounds and buildings adjacent thereto. _ 


* 


Reforestration Committee 


66. To regulate all matters connected with reforestra- 
tion in the County of Norfolk and report same to the Council 
and to follow out instructions and work authorized by the 
Council. 


Legislative Committee 
67. 

(1) It shall be the duty of the Legislative Coin. 
mittee to advise with the County Solicitor and determine 
procedure when actions are entered against the County. 
Said Committee to have authority to issue orders on 
the County Treasurer for payment of costs, damages 
and expenses in any case as may be necessary, and re- 
port to this Council. 


(2) Members shall be paid mileage and per diem 
for attending Committee meetings such amount as shall 
be provided by By-Law. 


(3). That where members of Committees attend 
two or more Committee meetings on the same day, only 
mileage and per diem shall be paid for one meeting 


(4) That where Committee meetings are held dur- 
ing the session of the County Council, no mileage or 
per diem shall be allowed for such Committee meetings. 


(5) Mileage and per diem for Committees shall he 
paid by the Treasurer on the order of the Chairman of 
the Committee. | 


(6) Commission to members of Committee shall be 
paid only on the unanimous vote of the members of the 
Committee and on the order of the Warden. 


(7) Chairmen’ of Committees shall report at each 
Regular Meetings of the Council the amount paid for 
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Committee fees and commissions since last Regular 
Meeting. 


68. The Warden may issue his order on the Treasurer 
for payment of expenditures incurred by any Committee in 
carrying out the orders of the Council, provided that the 
Chairman of such Committee authorizes payment thereof. 
But no such authorization shall be given by the Chairman 
until the Committee shall have inspected the work or other- 
wise ascertained that the services have been rendered and 
work completed, and is unanimous in favour of such author- 
ization. 

Treasurer 


69. The Treasurer shall be the head of the Financial 
Department of the Corporation, and shall be the principal 
officer and advisor of the Corporation through the Finance 
Committee, in all matters relating to the monetary and finan- 
cial operations of the County, and especially with regard to 
its debt, and the estimates to be prepared annually for pro- 
viding the ways and means for protecting the same, and 
meetings the annual expenditure, with a careful regard to the 
maintenance of the County credit. 


70. The security to be given by the Treasurer, as requir- 
ed by law, shall be by guarantee bond of any good and suf- 
ficient Company or Association duly incorporated for grant- 
ing bonds of suretyship for parties holding positions of trust 
and as to the amount of the same and all other particulars 
shall be subject to the approval of the Council, the premium 
on such bond to be paid by the Council. 


71. The Treasurer shall keep or cause to be kept, ac- 
cording to the most approved system of book-keeping, such 
books of account as may be necessary to show distinctly the 
receipts and disbursements, and all other reckonings and ac- 
counting of what nature or kind whatsoever, connected with 
the monetary transactions of the Corporation. 
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72. He shall also keep special books and registers for 
recording the debenture debt of the Corporation, the retire- 
ment of said debentures and of the coupons or interest war- 
rants of the same and all other charges on the same. 


73. He shall use all diligence in enforcing the prompt 
collections of all rates, taxes, interest, rentals or other dues 
of the Corporation, and where necessary, enforce payment of 
the same by a prompt recourse to legal process. 


74. He shall be the custodian of all titles, and evidences 
of title, deeds, insurance policies, mortgages, leases, bonds, 
agreements, or other instruments relating to the property of 
the County, and shall only allow the same to be taken from 
his office on the order of the Council or on the requisition 
and receipt of the County Clerk or the County Solicitor, for 
use in any legal procedure, or on the order to produce of 
any Court of Law or Equity. 


75. He shall be guided in the payments and disburse- 
ments of his office by the By-Law, Rules and Regulations 
of the Corporation with regard to the passing and verifica- 
‘tion of accounts by the several Committees, or by statutory 
or other authority, and by the appropriations made for their 
liquidation, advising with the Committee of Finance or the 
Council when requisite, and shall pay accounts of the Indus- 
trial Home when properly vouched for by the Master or 
Matron of the Home. 


76. He shall generally superintend the transactions of 
his department, and duly compare, check and verify the 
entries of receipts and disbursements with the accounts and 
vouchers of the same and with the books of his office. 


77. ‘The accounts and transactions of his department 
shall be subject to an audit by the County Auditors as the 
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Council may direct, and these shall prepare the annual de- 
tailed audit and Abstract Report of Receipts and Expendi- 
tures. 


County Clerk 


78. It shall be the duty of the County Clerk to perform 
the duties required of him by statutory or other authority 


(1) To furnish the Chairman of each Committee 
with copies of all resolutions, enactments, orders, of 
the Council, or other matters relative to the matters over 
which the said Committees may respectively have juris- 
diction, on the day next succeeding that upon which the 
action of the Council in respect thereof takes place, or 
sooner if required. | 


(2) To communicate or convey to the Committees 
all petitions or other documents referred by the Council. 


(3) To give notice to the members of the Council 
of all special meetings thereof; said notice to be mailed 
to each member at his residence or place of business at 
least one week prior to said meeting. 


(4) To have charge of the County Seal and only 
to attach the same to any document connected with the 
Corporation, on the order of the Council. 


(5) To examine and have properly vouched all 
accounts of County Officers for supplies and furniture 
required in the County Offices or for the offices of any 
officials for which the County is by law responsible, and 
if correct to obtain the Warden’s order for payment of 
same. 


(6) ‘To attend all meetings of Committees when 
requested by the Chairman, Acting Chairman or War- 
den, and act as secretary thereof. 
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The County Solicitor 


79. The person appointed as Solicitor shall attend to 
such duties and give such legal opinions as may be required 
by the Council, or the Chairman of any Committee thereof, 
such opinions to be in writing. | 


80. That it shall be the duty of all other officers of this 
Corporation to furnish the County Solicitor, upon request, 
with any documents, books, or papers, or copies of the same, 
in the custody or possession of such officers, and to give to 
the said Solicitor such other aid and assistance as he may 
require in the performance of the said office. 


Road Superintendent 


81. It shall be the duty of the Road Superintendent to 
have the general superintendence of the Road Construction 
and Maintenance on the County Road System, and to assist 
the County Road Committee in their duties and to report 
to the Council each year on the work done on said roads, and 
to perform such other duties as may be required by him in 
connection with said County Road System. ! | 


Warden 


82. The Warden shall be elected at the first regular 
meeting of the Council in January in each year as Pachassls 
by statute in that behalf. 


83. The Warden elected shall, after his election forth- 
with sign and declare his declaration of office, and the Clerk 
shall read aloud the same and on the completion thereof the 
Warden shall take the chair. 


84. The Warden of the County, while acting on any 
Committee, shall receive the same allowance and mileage as 
are paid to the other members of the Committee. 
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85. That all pay lists for meetings of Council or Com- 
mittees be certified by the County Clerk or Warden before 
being paid by the County Treasurer. 


General Clauses 


86. No person, except members and officers of the 
Council, shall be allowed to come within the bar during the 
sittings of the Council without the permission of the Warden 
or other Presiding Officer. 


87. No standing rule or order of the Council shall be 
suspended except by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present. 


88. In all unprovided cases in the proceedings of 
Council or in Committee, the Law of Parliament shall be 
followed, and in such cases the decision of the Warden or 
other Presiding Officer shall be final, and acquiesced in with- 
out debate. 


89. That all By-Laws relating to proceedings in Council 
inconsistent with this By-Law are hereby repealed. 


go. This By-Law shall come into force and effect im- 
mediately after the passing thereof.
